Pauper Princess 
Clings fo Dream 


Of Touring U.S. 


WEISBADEN, GERMANY. — A 
penniless German princess, daugh- 
ter-in-law of Germany's last kaiser, 
lives in a trailer and makes a meag- 
er living by painting pictures. 

Princess Alexandria Victoria is 
so broke that she even has trouble 
getting enough coal for the tiny 
Stove in her cluttered trailer, She 
has a goading ambition—to tour 
the United States in her trailer— 
‘just like I did when I was young." 

She points out that her dream can 
be realized just as soon as “I earn 
enough money." 

Although the daughter of a duke 
and the wife (divorced) of a royal 
prince, Alexandria has lived an in- 
dependent, most unroyal life since 
World War I. She concedes her Bo- 
hemian ways have shocked her 
royal relatives. 

“That's one reason I want to go 
back to America,”’ she says, ‘‘There 
one can do what one likes. Here 
people are always shocked.’ 

The princess was born in a castle 
in the north German state of Schles- 
wig Holstein. She is the daughter of 
Duke Friedrich Ferdinand of 
Schleswig Holstein-Gluecksburg, 


Married Prince August 

In 1908 she married the ‘late 
Prince August Wilhelm of Prussia, 
fourth son of Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
They had one’ son, Prince Alexan- 
der Ferdinand of Prussia, but their 
marriage ended in divorce in 1920. 
Her second marriage, to former 
naval Commander Arnold Rue- 
mann, also ended in divorce a few 
years later.  ~ 

“Since then,” she said, “I have 
earned virtually all my own way.” 

Her hobby was painting. So she 
turned professional turning out pic- 
tures by the dozens, both portraits 
and landscapes. She even sold them 
herself. 

In 1926 she went to the United 
States and toured most of the 48 
States in a trailer, making her way 
from town to town painting pictures 
and selling them. 

In 1932 she returned to Germany 
and when the war came, she was 
living in Berlin. She fled that city 
during its aerial bombardment, and 
moved her precious paintings to 
what she thought was safety in the 
rural home of a brother. 


Lost Everything 
She didn’t move them far enough, 
The Russians occupied that area, 
“And I lost everything,’’ she la- 
mented....“‘Even.my little bank ac- 
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count in Berlin is “stil blocked go 
I've had to start all over again,” 

The princess has lived constantly 
in her small trailer the last two 
years, moving from one free park- 
ing site to another, 

The trailer is only 15 feet long 
and heated by a tiny stove—when 
she can afford fuel. She does her 
own cooking on a little gas burner, 

It's a bit crowded, with her easel 
always taking up one end of the 
trailer and her beloved dog, Falk, 
sharing the quarters. 

But she is still cheerful and mak- 
ing plans for the future, 

“T've becm just as broke in Amer- 
{ea,’’ she said. ‘I've seen the times 
there when I lived on hot dogs, I'll 
get back to America yet, All I need 
is to earn enough money,”’ 


New Device May Aid Deat 
To Hear Through Fingers 


NEW YORK.—A device which its 
designers believe will enable the 
deaf to “hear through their fing- 
ers'’ has been described by Prof. 
Norbert Wiener of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 

Prof. Wiener, one of the world's 
most noted mathematicians, said 
the device, when perfected to the 
portable stage, is expected to take 
the form of a glove to be worn on 
the left hand. 

Each finger will receive a differ- 
ent set of vibrations, or frequency 
bands, tuned to receive the sounds 
in the range of the human voice, 
which the deaf person will learn to 
translate into meaningful patterns. 

The vibrations received by the 
fingertips will take the place of the 
vibrations created by sound ‘fre- 
quencies inside the ear. 

The present machine, still in. a 
crude stage of development, Wien- 
er reported, already has been test- 
ed successfully on a number of nor- 
mal persons whose ears had been 
stopped up, and on one blind deaf 
mute. 


Jap Emperor No Genius 
In Poetry-Writing Field 


TOKYO.—Emperor Hirohito may 
have held the awed worship of the 
Japanese as a ruler, but he isn’t 
held as any: great shakes in the 
poetry business. 

Recently he burst into poetry 
about something he likes—a- habit 
with him. This time the poem hon- 
ored a Japanese scientist who had 
won the Nobel prize for physics, 

Translated into English, the poem 
seemed to lose something, for 
here’s what it said: 

“T certainly regard the honors 
of Dr. Yukawa, who received the 
award, as ‘the pride of our Japan.” 

One Japanese critic said—not for 
publication, of course—that even in 
Japanese, it wasn’t much of a 
poem.

— Ernest Evans 
pufied his motorman's cap down 
tivht on his head and turned to the 
photographers, 

“If vou want to take my picture,"" 
he said, “you'll have to do it with 
my cap on, Without it I look to be 
100 years old, but I’m not 70 yet."’ 

The flashbulbs popped. Evans 
grinned, pulled the throttle and 
train No. 75 pulled out of the Penn- 
Sylvania station for Philadelphia, 
It was Evans’ last run after 50 
years of service with the railroad 
system, He didn’t know it, but his 
wife, daughter and grandson were 
waiting in Philadelphia to greet 
him and hold a big party. 

Party Kept Secret 

The news about the party was 
given, by another grandson, Donald, 
while’ Evans wasn't listening. Don- 
ald rode along with his grandfather 
to celebrate the ‘told man’s” last 
official ride, 

Before the train left, Evans, talk- 
ing about his experiences, said that 
if he could start all over again he 
“would, do the same thing for an- 
other 50 years."”’

Evans began working for the 
Pennsylvania in Jersey City as a 
crew caller.

Fire-Alarm Boxes Are Found 
Mostly Unused by Citizens 


PONTIAC, MICH. — According 
to a survey recently completed 
here, fire alarm boxes aren’t used 


much. 

Checking up for the past five 
years to determine the extent to 
which the alarm boxes are used, 
officials found that only 12 per cent 
of all fires reported in that period 
were turned in on fire alarm boxes, 

Of the alarms received through 
the alarm boxes, 56 per cent were 
false, while only 1 per cent of the 
telephone alarms were false. On 
the basis of these findings, Pontiac’s 
fire chief and electrical inspector 
recommended there be no further 
extension of the alarm-box system 
in residential areas. However, it 
is to be kept intact for all factories, 
hospitals, schools, and other com- 
mercial and public buildings,

HOLLYWOOD. — The Hollywood 
chess groups have named Virginia 
Mayo the most beautiful girl of 
1946.

BERLIN, GERMANY. — Weary 
men, trudging into the safety of 
west Berlin from Russian-operated 
concentration camps of Buchen- 
wald were telling grisly stories of 
mistreatment and horror, 

They were released German 
prisoners drifting in since the Rus- 
sians closed the camp. 

Latest arrivals said that about 
24,000 persons had perished in the 
camp-since the Russians reopened 
it for political prisoners. One ref- 
ugee said that deaths during an 
epidemic in the first four months 
of 1947 were at the rate of 60 to 
80 a day. 

And there was hunger, a com- 
panion added, 

Another man said that some 
mornings the Russian guards would 
call out the regular work detail 
with the words: “Come on, come 
on, Today we kill three fascists." 

He said the Russians guarding 
timber cutting details then would 
order all men to stand rigid when 
a tree was felled, on pain of being 
shot, 

“Usually a tree fell on one or 
two men, Of course, they were 
killed. One more death and the 
quota was filled for the day." 

The men said the Russians found 
prisoners trading hoarded trinkets 
to Russian guards for cigarettes or 
bits of food. 

“So one day a Russian beckoned 
to a prisoner. The prisoner went to 
the fence and the guard turned his 
tommy gun loose. They had a de- 
tail carry the man through the 
camp as an object lesson.'’ 

The refugees wouldn’t give their 
names. All said they had relatives 
in the Soviet zone of Germany.

Faith: Not About, But In... 
TH FAITH that broke out in 

glorious light in those early 
days of the church, and has con- 
tinued shining down through the 
centuries, was not belief about any- 
thing or anybody, it was belief IN 
Some One; and that Some One was 
Jesus Christ. 

There is a simply astonishing 
variety of ways in which he is 
spoken of in the New Testament. 
He is Son of Man, he is teacher 
and healer, he is the first-born of 
many brothers; he is Priest and 
Sacrifice, he is the Propitiation, the 
Reconciler of men to God: he is 
Master and Lord, he is the Word— 
that is, what God has tu’ say to us; 
he is the Son of God, he sits on the 
throne of the universe, he will 
judge every man, 

To put it quite bluntly, the church 
believed (and still believes) in a 
supernatural Christ and not only 
in a human Jesus. They believed 


in him as a teacher, as the Teacher 


rupted by an untimely death. They 
did not ‘‘play down’’ his death, on 
the contrary they played it up. 
Christ crucified for us is al- 
ways strongly in their minds. 
But they were far from leaving 
him as it were on a crucifix,
